To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Albany,  N.  H.,  in  the  County  of 
Carroll,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Albany 
on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March  next,  at  10  of  the  clock  in  the 
forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects. 

1.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Selectmen  for  the  year  1958. 

2.  To  elect  all  necessary  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  necessary  sums  of  money  for 
Town  officers'  salaries  and  expenses. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  its 
share  for  the  White  Mountains  Region  Association. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  money 
for  Town  Road  Aid. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $4,723.61  for  the  purpose  of  paying  off  notes  of  long-term  road 
plan  and  grader. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding $13,700.00  for  the  purpose  of  making  improvements  to  the 
following  Class  V  roads  within  the  Town:  Roads  No.  60,  50,  51,  64, 
65,  such  sum  to  be  raised  through  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes  un- 
der and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  241,  New  Hamp- 
shire, as  amended  by  Laws  of  1957,  Chapter  273:3,  Revised  Statutes 
Annotated,  1955, /and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  determine  the 
date  and  place  of  payment  of  such  bonds  or  notes  and  to  determine 
the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  and  to  take  such  other  steps  as  may  be 
necessary  to  negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes  as  shall  be  to  the  best  in- 
terest of  the  Town  of  Albany,  said  authorization  to  be  effective  on  or 
after  July  10,  1959,  when  $4,723.61  in  outstanding  debts  have  been 
paid  to  allow  this  authorization  to  fall  within  the  legal  debt  limit. 

8.  To  raise  aiid  appropriate  necessary  sums  of  money  for  high- 
ways and  bridges. 

9.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  Town  Poor. 

10.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  Old  Age  Assistance. 

11.  To  raise  and  appropriate  necessary  sums  for  fire  protection. 

12.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  committee  on  cemeteries,  to  take 
what  action  the  Town  may  desire  and  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  $300.00  for  the  expense  of  care  and  to  set  up  a  trust  fimd  as 
laid  out  in  the  report. 


13.  To  see  what  sum  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate for  Civil  Defense. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  ta.xes. 

15.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  Election  and  Regis- 
tration. 

16.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  Town  Hall  expenses.

25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and  maintain  as  a 
Town  highway  a  strip  of  land  running  parallel  with  the  B.  &  M.  Rail- 
road and  adjoining  the  Colbath,  Smith  and  Heath  property.  This  high- 
way having  been  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen  by  petition  of  taxpayers 
and  land  owners,  approximately  500  feet.

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FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 


Dear  Mr.  and  Mrs.  and  FamiK  : 

Once  again  our  regit)n  is  covered  with  snow  and  the  forest  fire 
hazard  has  disappeared,  but  to  your  local  forest  fire  warden  it  is  just 
a  time  to  check  over  his  equipment  and  check  the  causes  of  the  fires 
he  has  had.  We  know  that  our  biggest  cause  of  forest  fires  are  careless 
people  burning  rubbish,  brush  or  debris  without  a  permit  or  in  an  un- 
safe place.  When  this  fire  gets  away  from  them  and  help  is  needed  to 
put  it  out,  they  then  plead  that  they  did  not  know  a  permit  was  re- 
quired for  the  incinerator  or  this  type  burning.  Well,  the  old  saying, 
"ignorance  of  the  law  is  no  excuse"  fits  in  here  very  well.  The  forest 
fire  laws  have  been  in  the  newspapers,  on  the  radio,  on  television  and 
are  on  some  posters,  and  there  should  be  no  excuse  for  not  knowing  a 
permit  is  required  for  all  outdoor  burning.  In  this  year's  report,  we 
are  going  to  quote  the  law  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  in  regard 
to  permits.  This  is  found  in  Chapter  233  -  Section  35  revised  laws, 
State  of  New  Hampshire. 

Permits  —  35b 

No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled 
any  fire  or  shall  burn  or  cause  to  be  burned  any  material,  and  no  city 
or  town  shall  kindle  or  maintain  a  fire  or  a  public  dump  in  or  near 
woodlands,  pasture,  brush,  sprout,  waste,  or  cutover  land  or  where 
fire  may  be  communicated  to  such  lands,  except  when  the  ground  is 
covered  with  snow,  without  first  obtaining  a  written  permit  from  the 
forest  fire  warden  of  the  to\\'n  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done,  unless 
the  same  is  in  the  presence  of  the  warden  or  his  agent. 

Liability  for  fires  without  permit  —  36 

Any  person  causing  or  kindling  a  fire  without  permit  of  the  forest 
fire  warden  when  such  permit  is  required  and  any  person  by  whose 
negligence  or  the  negligence  of  his  agents  any  fire  shall  be  caused, 
shall  be  liable  in  a  civil  action  for  the  payment  to  the  town  or  the  state 
or  both,  of  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  forest  fire  warden  or  his  depu- 
ty warden  in  attending  or  extinguishing  such  fire. 

Penalties  -  38 

Any  person  violating  any  provisions  of  section  35  shall  be  fined 
not  more  than  t\\'o  hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  sixt\' 
days.

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REPORT  FROM  THE  WHITE  MOUNTAINS  REGION  ASSOCIATION 

1958  was  a  busy  year  for  the  White  Mountains  Region  office, 
particularly  in  the  information  and  transportation  fields. 

In  view  of  foreseen  drastic  consequences,  the  Region  took  a  very 
active  part  in  representing  our  towns  in  fighting  transport  curtailment, 
particularly  with  regard  to  the  railroads.  We  appeared  at  hearings  in 
Concord,  North  Conwa\',  and  Littleton,  and  engaged  in  a  considerable 
amount  of  travel  and  correspondence  in  the  effort  to  prevent  the  Bos- 
ton and  Maine  and  the  Maine  Central  Railroads  from  cutting  out  their 
passenger  service.  While  only  limited  success  resulted,  it  should  be 
pointed  out  that  such  cvutailments  will  go  through  without  even  a 
delay  if  they  are  not  strongly  contested.  We  have  also  taken  an  active 
part  in  proceedings  before  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  in  attempting 
to  secure  better  air  service  for  northern  New  Hampshire;  the  final 
decision  on  this  is  not  yet  in.  In  the  meantime,  we  have  worked  with 
bus  companies  to  publicize  their  service  in  the  hope  that  bus  travel 
may  take  up  some  of  the  slack. 

Demands  for  White  Moinitains  literature  of  all  types  continue  to 
increase,  and  we  have  been  considerably  crowded  to  satisfy  them. 
The  new  N.  H.  Montreal  office,  turnpike  information  booths,  and  new 
sources  contacted  while  out  of  state  have  all  upped  the  quantity  of 
literature  we  need  to  distribute.  As  satisfying  the  requests  for  folders 
about  our  region  means  dollars  to  our  towns,  it  is  extremely  important 
that  we  receive  enough  funds  to  supply  the  need. 

We  have  continued  our  customary  and  tested  programs  of  4-H 
awards,  Youth  Awards  in  science,  and  of  liaison  with  all  types  of  or- 
ganizations and  departments  who  in  one  way  or  another  are  working 
for  the  benefit  of  our  area  and  our  state.  We  have  confidence  that  21 
years  has  proved  them  worthwhile.  We  have  continued  to  travel  to 
areas  outside  our  state  to  carry  the  White  Mountains  message,  and 
have  co-operated  with  attractions  operators  and  others  who  are  doing 
the  same  job  in  different  ways. 

We'd  like  to  remind  every  town  again  in  this  legislative  \'ear  that 
holding  the  line  in  taxes  in  New  Hampshire  will  be  jDossible  to  a  large 
extent  only  as  much  as  we  continue  to  bring  in  out-of-state  visitors  to 
help  finance  our  main  sources  of  revenue  (Ex.:  they  pay  over  40  per 
cent  of  the  gas  tax  and  others ) .  To  do  this,  we  have  to  continue  to 
reach  out  and  bring  them  in,  and  put  up  the  small  sums  (which  return 
many  times  over)  that  publicity  costs.  It's  for  our  own  benefit  and  it 
does  pay  off.  At  a  small  outla\'  to  any  one  town,  an  area  j^ublicity  pro- 
gram operates  that  benefits  all  our  towns.  Our  surveys  in  four  consecu- 
tive years  have  shown  consistently  two  and  a  half  to  three  times  the 
town  monies  coming  back  to  the  area  out  of  just  a  few  inquirers  sur- 
veyed. 

Your  town's  part  in  this  work  is  important,  and  is  appreciated. 
This  is  one  wa\'  where  we  in  New  Hampshire  can  still  do  things  for 
ourselves.
